For the first time since its adoption 
eight years ago, prohibition today be­ 
came a major issue In a presidential 
election with H erbert Hoover, the Re­ 
publican nominee, definitely commit­ 
ted to outlawry of Intoxicating liquors. 
Tho issue will be Joined ten days 
hence when Governor Alfred E. Smith, 
the Democratic nominee, declares him­ 
self for liberalization of the Volstead 
act. 
Hoover today stood on record as op­ 
posed to repeal 
of 
the Eighteenth 
amendment, as pledged to efficient 
enforcement of tho Volstead act, as 
opposed to nullification of the Eigh­ 
teenth 
amendment through liberali­ 
sation of tho Volstead act and pledged 
to the correction of all abuses of the 
prohibition statutes. 
Hoover's Position. 
In drafting this stand on prohibition 
for hte^HK’eptanco speech, Internation­ 
al News Service learned on the highest 
authority, Hoover believed he was 
"hurtling all his bridges behind him" 
so far aa prohibition Is concerned. 
The Republican nominee believed he 
had definitely committed himself to 
the dry side of the prohibition ques­ 
tion. 
That, at least, was his purpose, 
according to unimpeachable authority. 
The nominee, however, did not and 
does not desire to battle out the cam­ 
paign on the prohibition Issue. 
He 
looks upon prohibition as a "great 
moral experiment,” as he has publicly 
stated, and feels it should be decided 
on a non-partisan basis and not as a 
part of any political campaign. 
Tho 
Republican nominee does not look up­ 
on the Volstead act as “perfect.” He 
feels there should be an impartial in­ 
vestigation of prohibition, its prob­ 
lems and abuses, methods of enforce­ 
ment and means of correcting abuses. 
When the “facts” are learned, he is 
ready to have a new enforcement act 
placed on the statute books which 
will carry out the purpose of the 
Eighteenth am endm ent—namely, the 
prohibition of the sale, manufacture 
or 
transportation 
of 
intoxicating 
liquors. 
Hoover’s position can be summar­ 
ized In these words: "If the Volstead 
act is not workable, we should have 
an investigation to learn how we can 
make it a success.” 
Unauthorized Interpretation. 
Hoover, in his speech Saturday, be­ 
lieved he cleared up all m isunder­ 
standing about his position on prohi­ 
b ition. 
He was said to feel there Is 
no need of further discussion of the 
question by him. If he does speak on 
the subject again 
during the cam­ 
paign. it will be only because the pub­ 
lic has become confused about it and, 
in th at event, Hoover will declare him­ 
self so dry as to leave no doubt in 
any m an’s mind.

Painting a picture of domestic American happiness 
under a Republican administration, the nominee of the 
prty of Lincoln, McKinley, Roosevelt, Taft, Harding and 
Coolidge reiterated his stand against repeal of the 
Eighteenth amendment and urged rigid enforement of 
enabling acts under it; proposed farm relief through a 
threefold plan, Including adequate tariff protection; de­ 
clared for religious tolerance and promised the direction 
cf economic progress in support of the moral and spirit­ 
ual progress of the nation.

Paloeweh Disaster 
East Liverpool, thousands cf miles removed from the 
Dutch East Indies, passed hurriedly over the news that a 
•volcanic eruption and earthquake this month were re­ 
sponsible for the death of a thousand persons. 
Merely accentuating the distance is the fact that while 
the tragedy visited the island of Paloeweh on August 4 


or 5, it was not until August 9 that news of the disaster 
reached the oi tside world. 
Paloeweh Is a part of the Malay Archipelago, and tho 
entire archipelago is a series of islands which are little | 
more than the tops of mountains from the bed of the 
sea, with now and then a volcano among them. 
There 
normally are 6,000 residents on Paloeweh, which Is a 
prosperous unit of the Dutch East Indies. 
The island 
la verdant nnd trees climb to the very summit of the 
mountain, virtually 5,000 feet. 
But now all this Is desolation and waste. The eruption 
And quake demolished the island. 
But a majority of the 
natives escaped, It is reported, and are being amply cared 
for. This Is fortunate. 
Disasters of such caliber nearer 
At home would horrify everyone. 
Distance lessens the 
Importance of the tragedy to those of us here—but the 
extent of the calamity Is not minimized.

There are six different classes of membership in the 
American Red Cross, each having a descriptive name 
nnd a fitting tee. 
In the SR 16. 910. and $25 classes 
fifty cents is sent from ceach membership to the na­ 
tional fund. 
Life and patron memberships amounting to 
$50 and $100 are invested in the National Endowment 
Fund and only the Interest Is used. 
The goal of the twelfth annual roll rail being held 
this November Is to obtain $5,000,000 members. 
Fine© 
$25,240,000 was expended last year in the work that 
everyone approves, it is apparent that this number is 
needed. 
It Is Interesting to speculate bow many who 
gave without thought of return were beneficiaries be­

Chapter chairmen are urged by Judge John Barton 
Payne, chairman of the central committee, to send their, 
workers forth to extend personal invitations to member-1 
ship, one of the most successful methods of campaign 
ing.

Professor Dr. II. Von Ficker, director of the meteoro­ 
logical Institute of Prussia, and probably one of the 
world’s foremost scientists, comes forth with a most 
startling declaration—all the more amazing, in fact, be­ 
cause the public is closely observing the dramatic mis­ 
hap which attended the Nobile party’s trip. 
Dr. von 
Picker says polar flights are entirely worthless from a 
meteorological point of view and not at a1] comparable 
with the achievement of Nansen, who drifted about in 
polar ice for years. 
To a world which had been led to believe that polar 
and Atlantic flights were a necessity in the advance­ 
ment of scientific study of these regions, for the Ad­ 
vancement of meteorology, and for the benefit of man­ 
kind in general in proving or disproving certain theories 
which have long existed, such a statement is more or 
Jess of a shock. 
Particularly is this so in view of the 
large numbers of lives given in polar exploration. 
Dr. von Ficker says meteorology is not concerned at 
all with polar flights—that meteorology does not need 
the explorers, but that the explorers need the meteor­ 
ologists. 
If what Dr. von Ficker says is tru e—and it 
has not yet been disputed by explorers or scientists in­ 
terested in polar exploration—then much of the romance 
c t these undertakings has been removed. 
It really is unfortunate, however, that lives should 
have been needlessly sacrificed as they have been, If 
there was nothing more behind these polar flights and 
voyages o f many years past except the desire of man 
to go places where no other human had been—or travel

Some time ago I attended a lunch 
eon, given for the purpose of bringing 
together a group of persons who might 
become interested in the eradication 
of leprosy. There were several ad­ 
dresses. The roost remarkable was that 
of Mrs. Wade, the wife of Dr. Wade 
who lias charge of th ; leprosy colony 
in the Dhillppine Islands. 
Mrs. Wade’s story was a ret ital -f 
what can Im; accomplished in the cure 
of this dreadful disease. There are 
twelve millions of lepers in the world 
and the disease Is particularly pre­ 
valent In the Orient. But let no one 
suppose the W ' t is free from It. 
There are several 
hundred 
known ■ 
cases In the United States. 
While I was Commissioner of Health 
I sent from . ’ew York City, seventeen 
lope rs to the Federal hospital in Lou­ 
isiana. In several states of the Union 
there aer persons with this disease. 
It is so common in the Philippines 
that one of the islands has been set 
apart as a colony for lepers, it is a 
city in itself. Six thousand victxns of 
leprosy reside there. 
There are three types of the disease. 
The form about which most of us 
have some knowledge is the skin or 
nodular type. In skin leprosy, copper- 
colored or dark red patches are obi 
served on tho body, lace or back of 
the hands or feet. They go away and 
then return. 
After a while the skin 
becomes thickened and lumpy. 
This process, atfecting the tissues 
of the face, produces such a change 
in shape arid appearance as to make 
the victim look like a lion. The nose 
and throat are involved, changing tile 
voice and interfering with the breath­ 
ing. 
The nodules may ulcerate, leaving 
open sores. The eyes may be involv­ 
ed, with resulting blindness. 
The nervous or smooth type is a 
little less severe In this there are 
patches of dried skin The nerves of 
the arms arid legs become thie:kencd. 
In consequence sensation is destroyed. 
The fingers and toes may drop off. 
In a third form we have a combi­ 
nation of both the types I have de­ 
scribed. 
All types last for years be­ 
fore death comes to give relief. 
We don’t know exactly how leprosy 
is passed on from one person to an­ 
other, but it Is regarded as an infec­ 
tious disease, not unlike syphilis in 
its transmission. It is net hereditary, 
but inoculation of the others is quite 
likely to take place when one mem­ 


ber of a family is affected. 
Funds are always needed to make 
possible more extensive study of Hie 
disease and particularly to supply the 
chaulmoogra oil which 
has 
been 
found to cure it. 
Mrs. Wade says 
that during the past five years 3,000 
persons have been cured and sent 
back to their homes. 
She says, too, 
that no less than 40 per cent of the 
cases nre relieved if not cured. 
We should be glad to go forward 
with this work

charts likely to be ordered. Commis­ 
sioner Landis is empowered under the 
Ebbets plan to alter the schedule to 
permit a Sunday game which oth«r 
wise would he lost through a layover 
in a non-holiday city.
